(By C. W. Peterson) 


, There is scarcely a writer or pub- 
te speaker who has not some. time 
éemored the ‘exodus from the farm 
to the. city. Our newspapers are 
full of it, and it is popularly inter- 
preted as a sign of agricultural de- 
cadence. That, however, is a super- 
ficial impression. I should feel more 
inclined to regard it as a movement 
folowing a natural. law. There’ was 
a Ume when each\individual farm 
produced little more than sufficient 
to maintain the family lving on It. 
The grext majority of people then 
lived on farms. In some backward 
countries they still do. Then came 
the era of labor-saving machinery, 
chiefly brought about by .the open- 


e| ing up of vast agricultural areas in 


the new countries where, such de- 
vices could profitably be employ- 
, ed on account of the high rate of 
wages. The calculation now is,, that 
a farmer in 1924 can produce twelve 
times as much as the farmer of 1824.

From what, he 
had seen of the League, he said, the 
British Empire and. {ts representa- 
lives hold, a great position 
council of the League, “and Canada 
is one of the principal parts of the 
Empire, and her delegates, as she 
rises in nationhood, will lave more 
‘and more influence.” 

His Excellency emphas'zed “the 
value of the League, in that it made 
it possible for foreign ministers of 
different nations’ to get together, 
“and a few hours’ conversation © is 
worth many months of the exchange 
of dispatches.” - ‘ 

Sir Robert Borden, past president 
told the meeting that he wanted to 
emphasize the fact “that upon every. 
onesof-as' Tests a: direct responsibility 
| for the peace of the world. The status 
'of the delegates to*Geneva depends 
upon’ a strong, virile public opinion 


.| behind them, and I believe Canadians 


'are realizing this more and more.” 
The president, Sir George Foster, 
stated that one af the things which 
made him hopeful for the future was 
the amount of moderation and cau- 
tion shown by Great Britain in mov-

And he added that 
the general council would deal very 
séverely with union groups that did 
not accept the decision of the coun- 
cil and the Soviet government in the 
matter of wages and working condi- 
tions. No, the proletarian is not 
having a good time in the realm 
where the proletariat is supposed to

Ottawa,—Stresaing the increased 
prosperity with which Canada is 
favored this year and announcing 
sweeping taxation reductions totalling 
$27,000,000, Hon. J, A; Robb, Minis- 
ter of Finance, presented to the 
House of Commons his fourth budget. 

‘ Not'a single change is to. be made in 
_ the tariff. Both in brevity and in its 
absolute lack of tariff changes, this 

‘budget is unique in the history of 

Canada.. ; 

Several deaportans taxation propos- 
als were laid before.the House: by 

' Hon. M. Robb, the one of: greatest 
genéral interest probably being the 
-announcement of a cut of ten per 
-_-eent.-on all income tax rates effective 
for the spring payments. This is sup- 
plementary to the raising of the ex- 
emptions which came last year: 

Mr. Robb also announced a reduc- 
tion of 20 per ‘cent. on all sales. tax 
effective at once, Changes downward 
were announced in t stamp taxes, 
the stamp tax on overdrafts and’ ada- 
vances being abolished, as also is the 
‘graduated scale. These clauses will 
become effective July I. 
‘Following is a brief summary of 
the tax reduction proposals: 

Cut of ten per cent. on all income 
tax rates effective for the spring pay- 
ments.

Winnipeg:—A reduction in ocedn 
freight rates in cattle shipments to 
the British Isles looms as a possi- 
bility in the noar future, Dr. J. H. 
Grisdalo, Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture, stated in an address here before 
the Westegn . Livestock Union: . Dr. 
Grisdale declares that, as the result 
of a recent conference with officials 
of the various steamsbip Mnes, an un- 
derstanding has been reached that 
the question of reduced rates would 

be fully considered. 

Any. downward  readjustnient,. le 
asserted, would depend upon the 
recommendations of steamship repre- 
sentatives in the Dominion. If a $5 
reduction could be obtained it would 
‘mean the difference between a profit 
or an actual loss on' anenente of 
Canadian cattle. 

While stressing the importance of 
enlarging the home market for Cana- 
dian farm produce every ° effort 
should be made to cultivate and ex- 
tend trade with Great Britain, Dr. J. 


‘H. Grisdale said: 


“I do not look for any wild rush of 
United States legislators to lower the 
tariff bars against our products. On 
the other hand, I believe Britain is in 
a ‘position to take all the surplus 
Canada can produce, providing the 
quality is there,” he added. 

The attitude of British traders to- 
ward Canadian beef ‘was becoming 
more favorable each year. Expert 
ence was teaching them that Cana- 
dian stock cattle was ‘of a. high 
standard. The shipper on this side, 
however, did. not appear to be avail- 
ing himself of the opportunity as sta- 
tistics showed that only 80,000 head 
had been shipped to Britain in 1926, 
compared with 635,000 head from Ire- 
land,

Mr. Church’s resolution asked for 
lower ratés on Alberta coal and’a 
duty. against. coal from the’ United 
States, “to: insure an all-British 
supply for Candda, and afford ade- 
quate protection for coal mines.” 

Mr. Church said the present Can- 
adian -coal policy was ready-made 
and pro-American and blamed the 
diréctors of the Canadian National 
Railways for the fact that most of 
the coal used in Ontario comes from 
United States mines. - 

“Iam surprised, Mr, Speaker, that 
you have not ruled this motion out 
of order, as the question ‘is before 
the railway ‘commission. Is this a 
free Parliament or ig it not?” Mr. 
Church asked, and proceeded to em- 
phasize what he claimed was the 
desire of the people of Canada to 
deal speedily with this question of 
coal supply. “I am ‘not criticizing 
Sir “Henry Thornton personally,” 
said Mr. Church, “but the east 
country that allows this thing to go 
on.” ; 

The rate of $9 a ton offered by the 
railways for bringing Alberta coal to 
Ontario, did not meet the need. It 
must be lower than that. 

“You will nevér make any head- 
way on this question as long as the 
present directors of the C.N.R. are 
handling it,” Mr. Church said, “or 
the present minister of- railways.” 
He said the reference to the railway 
commission was made a year ago, 
and the indications were that there 
would be no decision from it in time 
for any movement of caal pext sum- 
mer. 

Hon.- Charles Stewart, minister of 
interior, said the coal question had 
been receiving considerable thought 
and study on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Stewart read some length 
from a-report..of.the| fuel: board on 
the entire fuel situation of Canada. 
At .the conclusion, Mr. Stewart 
pointed out that the Government ‘was 
actually developing a real fuel policy 
which had reduced the importations 
of American. coal by 2,000,000 tons 
a year since 1923.

At the outset. Speaker Lemieux 
questioned whether the motion was 
in order in‘view of the reference to 
the Supreme Court and opened the 


House. Discussion ' proceeded and 
eventually the motion was ruled out 
of order. Then Mr. Church endedv- 
ored to move another motion of his 
own on Alberta natural resources. 

He argued that his motion was dif- 
ferent from that of Dr. Edwards. But 
the Speaker ruled the Church motion 
out of order likewise. Then came 
Mr. Church’s appeal and his yalue 
to find a seconder. 

The Edwards motion came first be- 

fore the House. 
_ In opening the discussion, Speaker 
Lemieux pointed to the’ reference on 
the Alberta bill now before the Su- 
preme Court and said in his opinion 
the question was sub judice. How- 
ever, he would ask advice of the 
House as to whether this motion was 
in order. 

Dr. Edwards explained that the 
question referred to the Supreme 
Court ‘was whether section 17 of the 
Alberta act was ultra vires of the 
Dominion Parliament. . That referred 
to Alberta alone, whereas his resolu- 
tion applies to ‘all the prairie prov- 


inces. This very decided difference, 
he contended, made his resolution in 
order.
